HAMMAD SPEAKS, I had reasons for refusing to cooperate 
with the late Malcolm Xln such matters 3s appearing with 
! him on his lectures at universities and on radio and televi- 
'sioa interviews. These were not necessarily identical in 
All instances. I shall, therefore, mention specific reasons 
fbr each specific occasion. 
t| Let us take, first of all, the 
lamed Mike Wallace TV pro- 
gram (produced several 
years ago) called "The Hate 
That Hate Produced . . .. " I 
'.had refused to have any- 
thing to do with it because

Thus, it is that while Brother 
Malcolm gave enthusiastic 
approval to the Wallace 
project and eagerly cooper- 
ated with the show's respon- 
sible staff, I, for one, re- 
mained totally disinterested 
—and doubtful that the tele- 
cast, as projected," would ac- 
tually benefit the Muslims' 
cause; I was not prepared, 
therefore, to participate in a 
program which, in my con- 
sidered Judgment, was likely 
to do more harm than good

Of all the national Negro leaders In this country, 
the one who wu knows uniquely for hit militancy, 
Intransigence, and refusal to be the liberals' front- 
man Jus been «hot down, Tbia new political assaa- 
■ination is another indicator of the rising current 
of irrationality and individual terrorism which the 
decay of our society begets. Liberal reaction is pre- 
dictable, and predictably disgusting. They are, of 
course, opposed to assassination, and some may even 
contribute to the fund for the education of Mai* 
sola's cbJldren, but their mourning at the death of 
the head of world imperialism had a considerably 
greater ring of sincerity than their regret at the 
murder of a buck militant who wouldn't play their 
game. 

Black Muslims? 

The official story is that Black Muslims kilted Mal- 
colm. $ut we should not hasten to accept this to 
date unproved hypothesis. The New York Police, 
for example, had good eause to be afraid of Malcolm, 
and with the vast resources of blackmail and coer- 
cion which are at their disposal, they also had ample 
opportunity, and of eourse would have little reason 
to .fear exposure were they involved. At the same 
time, the Muslim ; theory cannot be discounted out 
of hand because the Muslims are not a political 
group, and in substituting religion for science, and 
eolor mysticism for rational analysis, they have .a 
world view which .could encompass the efficacy and 
ap aw Uft y of assess I nation. A jnan who has a .direct 
pipeline *o iGod .can Justify .anything. 

No Program 

IRie -main point, however, 4s not who killed Mai* 
palm, .but «hy could he .be killed? in the literal 
.sens*, of .course, any man .can be killed, but why 
was Malcolm particularly vulnerable? The answer 
to this question .makes of Malcolm's death tragedy 
of the sharpest kind, and in the literal Greek sense. 
■Liberals and Elijah have tried to make Malcolm a 
victim of bis own •(non-existent) doctrines of vio- 
lence. This is totally wrong end totally hypocritical. 
Malonlm was the most dynamic national leader to 
hava appeared in America in the last decade. Com- 
pared wfth him tbe-£smous Kennedy personality was 
a flimsy cardboard creation of money, publicity, 
makeup, and the media. Malcolm had none of these, 
but a righteous cause and iron character forged by 
white America In the fire of discrimination, addle* 
Mop, prison, and -inetsdible calumny. He bad a dlf- 
*cult to define but almoet tangible attribute called 
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.charisma. When you beard Malcolm speak, even 
when you heard bim say things that were wrong and 
.confusing, you wanted to believe. Malcolm could 
move men deeply. He was the stuff of which mass 
leaders are made. Commencing bis public life in the 
.context of the apolitical, irrational religiosity and 
racial mysticism of the Muslim movement, 'iris break 
toward politicalneas and rationality was alow, pain- 
ful, and terribly incomplete. It is useless to speculate 
on how far it would have gone had he lived. He had 
entered prison a burgler, an addict, and a victim. He 
emerged a Muslim and a free man forever. Elijah 
Muhanuned and the Lost-Found Nation of Islam 
were thus inextricably bound op with his personal 
emancipation. In any event, at the time of bis death 
he bed not yet developed a .dear, explicit, and ration- 
al soda! program. Nor had he led his followers In 
the kind of transitional struggle necessary to the 
creation of a successful mass movement. Lacking 
auch a program, be could not develop cadres based on 
program. What cadre he had was based on Malcolm 
X instead. Hated and feared by the power structure, 
and the focus of the paranoid feelings of his former 
colleagues, hie charisma made htm dangerous, and 
his lack of developed program and cadre made him 
vulnerable. His death by violence had a -high order 
of probability, as he himself clearly felt 

Heroic and Tragic Figure 
The murdej .of Malcolm, .and th» -disastrous conse- 
quences flowing from that .murder for Malcolm's or- 
ganisation and black militancy In general, does not 
mean that the .militant black movement .can always 
be decapitated with a shotgun. True, there is an 
ajonlaing gap w Alack JeedersWp stoday. Qa the .one 
hand there are the xespectable servants of the liberal 
establishment,* men like James J^armer whose con- 
temptible, effort to blame Malcolm's murder on "Chi- 
nese Communists" will only hasten his eclipse as a 
leader, and on the other hand the ranks of the mili- 
tants have yat to produce a man with the leadership 
potential of Malcolm. 3ut such leadership will even- 
tually be forthcoming. This is a statistical as well as 
a social certainty. Tbia leadership, building on the 
experience of others awb ^aa .j|skjih« Mtfl emanci- 
pated from his religiosity; WUJ Wfltt a movement In 
which the black masses and their allies can lead the 
third great American revolution. Then Malcolm X 
•rill be remembered by black and white alike as a 
iheroic and tragic ffgure in a dark period of our com- 
tmn iktstory. «1 <
